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GCSE PASS RATE AT 
AN ALL-TIME HIGH 

63.6 per cent gain 
five A*-C grades 

YOUNGSTERS across Haringey were cele¬ 
brating last Thursday after opening a 
record-breaking set of GCSE results. 

Provisional figures show that from 2,200 pupils 
across the borough who sat the exams, 63.6 per 
cent gained five or more GCSEs at A*-C grades 
including English and maths. 

That initial figure is an increase of five per cent on 
last year’s mark and the highest ever overall pass 
rate for the borough. 

Topping the tree for a second successive year is St 
Thomas More School, in Glendale Avenue, Wood 
Green, where provisional figures show that 89 per 
cent of pupils gained at least five GCSEs at A*-C 
grades including English and maths. 

Also ranking highly are Fortismere School, in 
Tetherdown, Muswell Hill, with an 81 per cent 
success rate, and Alexandra Park School, in Bidwell 
Gardens, Muswell Hill, with 72 per cent. 

Haringey Council leader Claire Kober praised the 
youngsters’ achievements. 

She said: “The rate of Haringey’s improvement at 
GCSE level for 2013 is simply phenomenal and 
shows that we are working together to deliver 
outstanding education across the borough. 

“Standards in English and maths are higher than 
ever before and our secondary schools are on course 
to match London attainment - and exceed the 
national average for the first time ever - once our 
provisional data is verified in the autumn. 

“This is a fantastic effort and I congratulate all of 
our pupils, parents, carers, teaching staff and 
governors on their outstanding achievements.” 

The council’s cabinet member for children Ann 
Waters added: “It was wonderful to see so many 
happy young people who have worked so hard in 
their studies. 

“It really shows what Haringey’s young people can 
do and I wish them every success in the future.”

The MP for Liverpool West Derby said he 
was concerned that children from low- 
income families faced a “summer slide” in 
their reading ability when access to books 
and libraries might be limited.

their success in school. Dragging the children 
away from the TV down to your local library 
for a few hours can help prevent the summer 
slide in literacy.

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Mum stranded in China over 
‘fake* designer shoes dispute

A MOTHER-OF-FIVE from Ponders 
End who was thrown in a Chinese jail 
without charge is now stuck in a hotel 
following the authorities’ refusal to let 
her and a friend leave the country. 

Esther Jubril-Badmos, 48, a jewellery 
and clothing importer, from Lincoln 
Road, and her friend Mary Aderonke 
Idowu, 59, a grandmother from Hack¬ 
ney, east London, spent five weeks in a 
Chinese prison after a row with a shop¬ 
keeper over a pair of designer shoes 
which they believed were fake. 

Mrs Jubril-Badmos’ son Gregory 
Adeyeye said the two women had 
travelled to China on June 18 for a 
week’s stay. They were arrested when 
his mum was dragged out of a shoe shop 
by her hair after a row erupted when she 
tried to get money back for a pair of 
shoes she believed were not authentic. 

The women are now stuck in limbo in 
a Chinese hotel because, despite being 
released from prison without charge on 
bail - which could last up to a year - the 
authorities refused to grant them 
an exit visa as their holiday passes 
had expired. 

Gregory, 25, who is studying forensic 
science at the University of Lincoln, is 
currently looking after his brother Tope, 
15, cousin Tito, 11, and his five-year- 
old sister Angel - and he is having to 
use his own money to pay the household

“We can talk through Skype,” he 
added. “My mother is very depressed 
and she is crying a lot. We are all 
very upset. 

“My little sister Angel is asking for 
mum a lot and she doesn’t really under¬ 
stand what is going on.” 

Mrs Idowu’s daughter, Sarah Murray, 
34, of Romford, Essex, said: “I have 
been to the Chinese embassy to tell 
them they have corrupt police officers 
in their country taking money from 
people, but they don’t want to know. 

“We are furious. They are taking the 
mick out of British people and they are 
both in bad health, but there is nothing 
the British consulate can do.” 

The family has started an online 
petition aimed at getting the Foreign 
Office to put pressure on the Chinese 
authorities to allow the women to return 
home. It can be accessed at http:// 
epetitions. direct.gov. uk/petitions/53909 

A spokesman for the Foreign Office 
said: “We are aware of the arrest of 
two British nationals, including Mrs 
Jubril-Badmos, in the city of 
Guangzhou on June 21 and we are 
providing consular assistance.” 

The Chinese embassy said it was 
unable to comment on the matter.

Marked improvement in school’s results

SQUEALS of delight filled the foyer of Bishop 
Stopford’s School last Thursday morning as 
pupils found out their GCSE results. 

Despite on-off downpours, the students’ 
moods could not be dampened as the grades, 
which reflected a 14 per cent improvement on 
last year’s results at the school, in Brick Lane, 
Enfield, were revealed. 

Shamika Bonner, from Enfield Island Village, 
in Enfield Lock, who got an A, a B and seven 
Cs as well as a distinction in performing arts, 
told the Advertiser. “I want to do biology, 
chemistry, history and sociology at A-level here. 
I want to be a psychiatrist. 

“The exams were very stressful. It was every¬ 
thing at once. It was hard to balance everything.” 

Nahom Fessehazion, from Brimsdown, 
achieved an A*, six As and three Bs and is 
planning to study for A-levels in maths, 
physics, chemistry and economics at Chingford 
Foundation School. 

“I want to become a chemical engineer, or go 
into finance,” he said. “I found the exams were 
not harder than I expected, but revising for them 
all at the same time was stressful.” 

Bethany Hamlin is off to study for a BTEC at 
Chickenshed Theatre, in Chase Side, Southgate, 
after achieving two As, two Bs and four Cs. 

She said: “It was not as stressful as everyone 
was making it out to be. I’m going to Chicken- 
shed to study. I’ve gone there since I was five. 
I’d say acting and dancing are my strengths.” 

Elizabeth Lawal, from Brimsdown, was very 
excited when she saw her grades of an A and 
seven Bs. 

“I was worried about my English language 
result,” she explained. “I needed a B, but when I 



did it the first time round I only got a C. I revised 
more and made sure I did well in my controlled 
assessment and came to the revision class.” 

She is now hoping to study biology, history, 
philosophy and sociology at LaSwap College in 
Camden, north London, before training to 
become a criminal lawyer. 

Nationally, the number of teenagers achieving 
A* to C grades dropped for the second year in a 
row - from 69.4 per cent last year to 68.1 per cent. 

Sixty-eight per cent of Stopford’s GCSE 
students gained the A*-C grades, including 79 
per cent in maths and 80 per cent in English. 

Headteacher Paul Woods, who took over the 
reins at Bishop Stopford’s in January, said: “We 
are over the moon. It’s testimony to all the hard 
work of all the staff of the school and the perse¬ 
verance and determination of the kids. 

“These results will give the school great 
confidence,” added Mr Woods. “We have a huge 
emphasis on respect for learning, behaviour 
and teaching and ensuring the experience the 
students get in the classroom is consistent and at 
the highest quality.”

BLONDE hair, blue eyes and a radiant 
smile are all standard model attributes - 
but how do photographers, designers 
and bookers react when this beauty is 
combined with a disability? 

Model Kelly Knox, winner of BBC 
Three’s 2008 Britain’s Missing Top 
Model competition, has to face this 
question every day in her work. 

Now she has chosen to express her 
daily battles in a postcard displayed as 
part of the United Response: Postcards 
from The Edges exhibition in Southwark, 
south London, next month. 

Kelly, 29, an ambassador for REACH 
- the association for children with upper 
limb deficiency - was born without the 
lower part of her left arm and says the 
driving force in her career has been her 
determination to “challenge people’s 
perceptions about disability and beauty”. 

“I wanted to create a postcard to push 
my message out there further, inspire 
other people affected by disability to 
create their own postcard and get their 
stories, thoughts and feelings heard, too.” 
she said. 

Kelly’s postcard is a picture of herself 
as featured in Marie Claire China 
magazine with the words “disabled 
model invisible in the perfect world of 
fashion” emblazoned across the image. 

Her determination to confound expec¬ 



tations of what disabled people should 
aspire to has been a driving force in 
Kelly’s career. 

And she told the Advertiser that she is 
determined not to be either defined by or 
held back by her disability. 

“I refuse to be labelled by the term 
disabled - it’s such a negative word and 
does not describe or define me as a 
person,” she said. 

“I am determined more than ever to 
change society’s preconceived ideas 
about disability.” 

And the model, actress, speaker and 
ambassador wants to use the exhibition 
to prove to society that “disability is not 
a choice, but a person’s attitude is”. 

While admitting that last year’s 
London Paralympics, starring some of 
the nation’s “superhumans”, helped to 
dispel some of the myths and stereotypes 
surrounding disability, Kelly is passion¬ 
ate that disabled presenters, models and 
actors need to feature more prominently 
in the mainstream media. 

“For disability to be accepted and 
normalised we need more positive 
imagery of disability in the media,” 
she added. 

“A good model should not be 
defined by race, colour, age, shape 
or disability.” 

Kelly’s postcard will be displayed as 
part of the exhibition at the Bankside 
Gallery, in Hopton Street, Southwark, 
from September 11 to 15. 
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Daughter died after 


diving into hotel pool on Caribbean holiday

THE parents of Hannah Defoe, who died while 
on holiday in St Lucia last year, have been left 
distraught and furious over the Caribbean island’s 
authorities’ failure to satisfactorily investigate 
their daughter’s death. 

The inquest was adjourned for the second time 
at North London Coroner’s Court in High Barnet 
last Thursday after the authorities failed to pro¬ 
vide further information about the tragedy. 

The 20-year-old cousin of Spurs and England 
footballer Jermain Defoe and performing arts 
student, of Bush Hill Road, Winchmore Hill, had 
been staying at the Juliette’s Lodge Hotel, in 
Vieux Tort, with her aunt and cousin last summer 
when she he dived into the hotel pool on July 25 
and was killed by an electric current. 

According to the family, who flew out to St 
Lucia the day after Hannah died, tests found the 
water in the hotel pool registered 180 volts. 

The inquest has been rescheduled for March 
next year - 20 months after Hannah died. 

Her mother Hope Defoe, 50, who was with her 
husband Matthew, 55, and her sister, Frederica 
Hunter, broke down in tears when she read out an 
email she had sent to a St Lucian government 
official in the early hours of Thursday morning. 

“Look your daughter in the eye and imagine 
how you would feel knowing your daughter had 
lain at the bottom of a swimming pool for an hour 
and a half when she died,” the email said. 

“Imagine how you would feel if you had been

fobbed off with excuses about inquiries and forms 
filled in incorrectly. Are you feeling the rage, the 
despair? And try to get on with living a normal 
life as it dawns on you that you may never know 
the truth about what happened to your dead child!” 

Mrs Defoe described Hannah as “an intelligent, 
beautiful, loving, hard-working girl”, whose 
motto was, “Why walk when you can dance?” 

Janice Brennan, the barrister acting on behalf 
of the family, said that when the inquest was 
initially postponed in March this year, only the 
result of a post-mortem and a single witness 
statement from a St Lucian police officer had 
been received and nothing had been forthcoming 


since. She told coroner Andrew Walker: “Despite 
the efforts made by the coroner’s court and the 
Foreign Office, we are no further. 

“Eight months after Hannah’s death, the St 
Lucian authorities started their inquiry, but the 
result, I am afraid, is a very firm nothing.” 

Mr Walker, who was shown pictures of Hannah 
by the family, said he was concerned by the delay 
and acknowledged it would have caused “great 
distress” to the family. 

He added: “There is a Coroners Act in St Lucia, 
so we should expect an inquiry to take place, but 
sadly we have no control over this process. We 
will continue to do everything we can.” 

Miss Brennan added: “Under English law this 
would have been a manslaughter investigation. 
The family are determined that the St Lucian 
authorities take this seriously so that no one, not 
a tourist or a local, ever suffers such a fate.” 

Dr Earnest Hilaire, the St Lucian High Com¬ 
missioner in London, contacted the family after 
they left court and met them on Friday. 

Miss Brennan said she understood that the St 
Lucian government had not told him anything 
about written requests by the family, the Foreign 
Office and the coroner for information. 

The St Lucian High Commission declined to 
speak to the Advertiser. 

A spokesman for the Foreign Office added: 
“We appreciate this must continue to be a deeply 
upsetting time for the family. 

“We cannot speed up the process as we cannot 
interfere in another country’s judicial system just 
as they cannot interfere in ours.”

Driver suffers a suspected heart attack 


A MOTORIST believed to be in his 
50s suffered a suspected heart attack 
before his car hit a road island in 
Edmonton on Thursday afternoon.

Motorway gridlocked 
by series of accidents 


SEVERAL accidents have caused chaos 
around the Enfield junction of the M25 
in the past week. 

Traffic ground to a standstill on 
Tuesday of last week after a Lamborgh¬ 
ini sports car burst into flames on the 
hard shoulder of the anti-clockwise 
carriageway between junctions 25 and 
24 just after 1pm. 

The fire brigade doused the flames 
within 30 minutes and one lane of the 
carriageway was reopened by 1.30pm. 


The driver of the Lamborghini was 
treated at the scene for minor smoke 
inhalation and superficial burns 
The following day a collision between 
a van and a car at 12.30pm saw the 
motorway reduced to one lane between 
junctions 26 and 25. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service confirmed that one person was 
taken to Chase Farm Hospital, in 
The Ridgeway, Enfield, with non-life 
threatening injuries. 


All lanes were reopened by 2.30pm. 

And on Friday a car hitting the wall 
of the Holmesdale tunnel resulted in a 
five-vehicle pile-up at 10.20am on the 
anti-clockwise carriageway. 

Police, the London Ambulance Service 
and traffic officers from the Highways 
Agency attended. 

No one was injured in the incident. 

There were delays for about 40 
minutes as two lanes were closed. They 
were reopened at around 11.50am.

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18,127 - number of 
times bailiffs came 
knocking last year

ENFIELD Council referred more than 
18,000 cases to bailiffs last year, a 
debt advice charity has revealed. 

The Money Advice Trust, which 
submitted Freedom of Information 
requests to every local authority in 
England and Wales, has found that 
Enfield totalled 18,127 referrals 
during 2012. 

The charity, which helps people to 
tackle debts and manage their money, 
said local authorities most commonly 
call in bailiffs for collection of council 
tax arrears, business rate arrears and 
parking fines. 

Neighbouring Barnet Council 
referred 12,931 cases while Haringey 
Council instructed bailiffs on 9,048 
occasions. Newham Council topped 
the London list, with 55,652 referrals, 
which represents half of the total 
number of properties in the east 
London borough. 

Joanna Elson, chief executive of the 
Money Advice Trust, said the figures 



showed that council use of bailiffs was 
“excessive” and called on local 
authorities to be more responsible in 
managing their debt collection. 

“It is not economically or socially 
responsible for local authorities to 
continue to use bailiffs so frequently,” 
she said. 

“Our experience through National 
Debtline shows us first-hand how 
bailiffs can deepen debt problems, 
rather than solve them. 

“In today’s economy, with real 
incomes having fallen consistently for 
many years, more and more people are 


falling into the ‘can’t pay’ bracket. 

“Sending the bailiffs in to collect 
these debts can be very destructive, 
both financially and psychologically. 

“We firmly encourage all local 
authorities to consider their debt col¬ 
lection practices, especially following 
the abolition of national council tax 
benefit and the introduction of 
localised council tax support.” 

An Enfield Council spokeswoman 
said that the authority only used 
bailiffs when all other efforts to 
recover money owed had failed. 

“The council has a duty to collect all 
taxes it is owed,” she said. “Over the 
past few months the council has set up 
a task force with Jobcentre Plus and 
the Citizens’ Advice Bureau to advise 
people who have reduced benefits.” 

The council said it also offered pay¬ 
ment arrangements, attached to earn¬ 
ings, deductions from benefits and, for 
more serious cases of default, forced 
sale, bankruptcy and liquidation.

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Disability exists, 
so we’d better face 
up to that fact 

WHEN we see beauty in a person, or a place, 
what would it take to mar that beauty? 

Despite our pretence that we are an open 
and inclusive society that worships its medal¬ 
winning Paralympians, when we see a model 
such as Kelly Knox, do we think she is beauti¬ 
ful despite of or because she has a disability? 

There is a pernicious tendency when some¬ 
one doesn’t fit into a narrow expectation of 
what constitutes a “whole” person that we say: 
“She has a disability - but she is very pretty, 
you know.” 

Last week on a Tube in London a young, 
well-dressed professional woman was abused 
in front of a carriage full of people simply 
because she had a disability. 

When she couldn’t close the window in her 
carriage, she was called “useless”. 

In tears, the woman, who suffers from 
cerebral palsy, stood painfully for many more 
stops before anyone even offered her a seat. 

Just because the woman was young and 
beautiful, and to the casual observer did not 
meet expectations of what a disabled person 
looks like, did nothing to lessen her pain. 

Neither did it lessen her humiliation or anger 
that no one would stand up for her, in any 
sense of the word. 

Her experience and the battles Kelly has 
faced in carving out a career prove that as a 
society we still seem to have a need to put dis¬ 
ability to one side and to shove it out of sight. 

Disability exists, and it may not look the way 
we expect it to or the way we want it to. 

Ignoring the prejudices that still exist stops 
us from having a truly inclusive society. 

So, the next time you witness a person being 
reduced to tears by someone so threatened 
by the thought they are not “whole”, then stand 
up for them. 

Lor a start, they probably need your seat a lot 
more than you do.

I NOTICE that we have yet another obsta¬ 
cle that has been installed in a totally 
irrelevant place on our roads in Enfield. 

We now have to negotiate a width 
restrictor when leaving and returning 
into Enfield, via Browning Road. 

It is an illogical and unsubstantiated 
construction on this section of highway. 

Not only do we have speed humps 
approaching Hilly Fields from the 
Lancaster Road direction, and in other 
roads around the area, which you can’t 
go over centrally due to cars being 
parked on them. 

But we now have along some 200 


yards of highway from the top of 
Browning Road to the junction with 
Clay Hill, the width restrictor at the top 
of Browning Road, road humps down 
the side of Hilly Fields, chicanes 
between the road humps and, to cap it all 
off, instructions in white paint on the 
road stating 20mph one way and 30mph 
in the other direction at the bottom.

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Travellers move into sports ground

A GROUP of travellers moved into a 
sports ground in Upper Edmonton 
last week. 

Nine caravans arrived at the open 
space in Bull Lane on Monday. 

The group of Irish travellers told 
the Advertiser that they had been in 
Essex and were aiming to stay at the 


site, opposite an industrial estate and 
surrounded on three sides by trees, as 
long as they can. 

One man, who goes by the name 
of Jonny, said: “Ideally, we would 
like for us to be able to stay here 
permanently.” 

The land is within the borough of 
Enfield, but is owned by Haringey 
Council. 

Last year an application to build a 


housing development on the field 
was withdrawn and Community 
Action Sport has been trying to raise 
enough money to buy the land with 
a view to developing it into a 
sports facility. 

Enfield has no sites available for 
travellers in the borough, but a report 
for the Mayor of London has 
suggested there could be up to four 
sites in the future. 


A spokeswoman for Haringey 
Council confirmed that the authority 
was seeking a court order to evict 
the travellers. 

“We are aware of an unauthorised 
encampment at Bull Lane,” said the 
spokeswoman. 

“We have spoken with the occupiers 
of the site and are taking appropriate 
action to try to clear the site as soon 
as possible.”

Dealers jailed 
as drugs gang 
is rounded up 

TWO men who played a part in a gang 
that orchestrated a multimillion-pound 
cocaine-dealing network have been jailed 
for a total of 12 years. 

Elliott John-Phillip 32, of Derby Road, 
Ponders End, was convicted of conspiracy 
to supply cocaine and was sentenced to 
four years in prison at Isleworth Crown 
Court on July 22. 

Waqas Mohammed, 24, of Kipling 
Terrace, Edmonton, was convicted of 
conspiracy to supply cocaine and was 
sentenced to eight years in prison at the 
same court on July 5. 

Both men were cogs in a 17-person 
network which police linked to a haul of 
cocaine with an estimated street value of 
£2.25million. 

The 15 men and two women in the 
gang have been jailed for a total of more 
than 80 years after appearing in a series 
of trials between May 9 and July 29. 

They were convicted of conspiracy to 
supply cocaine and money laundering 
offences. 

In the course of the trials, the juries 
heard that detectives uncovered the web 
of suppliers and dealers after seizing a 
firearm from an address in Hayes, west 
London, in April 2012. 

The Baikal 9mm handgun was discov¬ 
ered at the home of Brian McCarthy, 53, 
who was sentenced to four years behind 
bars at Snaresbrook Crown Court on 
July 17 for possession of the firearm, a 
silencer and 11 rounds of ammunition. 

His arrest sparked an investigation 
into one of McCarthy’s associates, 

Gary Ewen, 51, of Great Cambourne, 
Cambridge. 

Ewen had been using his haulage 
business based at Aztec Logistics, in 
Letchworth, Hertfordshire, to ship huge 
amounts of cocaine into the UK from 
the continent. 

He was later convicted of conspiracy to 
supply cocaine at Isleworth Crown Court 
and sentenced to eight years in prison. 

It emerged he had been concealing the 
drugs in his lorries before passing them 
to another member of the network, Mark 
Lehane, 35, from West Drayton. 

Lehane sold the drugs to street-level 
dealers and was jailed for ten years after 
being convicted of conspiracy to supply 
cocaine. 

During their investigations into the 
network of buyers, dealers and suppliers, 
police officers recovered 45 kilogrammes 
of cocaine and £150,000 in cash as they 
drew closer to the heart of the operation. 

The other gang members were jailed 
for between eight years and 18 months.

Park campus will 
house Malaysian 
medical students

TRENT Park will once more resound to the 
chatter of students deep in conversation about 
their latest tutorial, or night out, when a 
Malaysian university moves into an abandoned 
ucampus. 

Malaysia’s Allianze University College of 
Medical Sciences has bought the former 
Middlesex University building off Snakes Lane, 
Oakwood, and will launch into a month of 
frenzied restoration works to get the site ready 
for hundreds of students who will descend on the 
new campus for the start of the academic year in 
October. 

AUCMS is a specialist medical university with 
five campuses in Malaysia as well as hubs 
throughout the Far East. 

And this October the university’s first-ever 
British campus will open to 300 Malaysian 
students who will live and study in the self- 
contained Trent Park campus. 

With degreecourses ranging from medicine to 
physiotherapy, pharmacy and nursing, the 
university’s president Professor Dr Zainuddin 
Wazir believes the new students will provide a 
much-needed boost to the local economy. 

“Our vision is a thriving modern university that 
will cater for UK and international students who 
will be based here as well as for our existing 
students who will spend some time in London as 
part of their studies,” he said. 

With the aim of achieving accreditation as a

British university for British students, ongoing, 
repair work on the dilapidated buildings, which 
were abandoned by Middlesex University last 
year, will start next month with roofs, windows, 
paving and electrics all set to be replaced. 

“With new jobs and more investment created, 
we very much hope people will welcome us to 
the area and we will work closely with Enfield 
Council, English Heritage and the local commu¬ 
nity in considering our future plans for the site,” 
Prof Wazir added. 

The decision of AUCMS will continue a 
tradition of higher education colleges on the site 
since 1946 when the Ministry of Education took 
over the building from the Sassoon Estate after 
World War II

But it’s because of this recess that, as an MP, 
I’ve finally got some spare time to do some real 
work - knocking on doors, meeting constituents 
and holding public meetings to reconnect 
with residents. 

The importance of doing this - meeting people 
face to face and taking up problems on their 
behalf - cannot be overstated. 

It’s four years since the MPs’ expenses 
scandal hit British politics but it is still fresh in 
people’s minds. 

When I was elected in 2010,1 said the only way 
I could hope to rebuild some trust in politics was 
to do so one person at a time. 

Fulfilling your duties as an MP demands that 
you spend a lot of time in Westminster and, 
therefore, recess is your main chance to get out 
there and knock on doors. 

People who wouldn’t normally think to contact 
their local MP about problems in the neighbour¬ 
hood then have a chance to tell them on 
the doorstep. 

In my view, this is the only way MPs can really

start to restore people’s faith in politics - and any 
MP worth their salt will be using recess to do it. 

As well as knocking on doors and holding 
advice surgeries (call 01992 678 255 to 
make an appointment), I am once again 
holding a series of Nick Direct meetings across 
the constituency. 

The first, which was held at St Luke’s Youth 
Centre, in Morley Hill, North Enfield, saw more 
than 70 residents attend and put me on the spot 
about my work as their MP and what the govern¬ 
ment is doing. The next one is on Thursday, 
September 5, at Kettering Hall, in Ordnance 
Road, Enfield Lock, at 7pm.

i EPTEMBER, we are told, was 
| controlled in Roman times by 
*Vulcan, the god of fire. 

People expected September to 
bring eruptions and upheaval - so 
might that apply next month to our 
Enfield NHS? 

September 25 is the date when 
the combined Barnet, Enfield and 
Haringey Clinical Commissioning 
Groups will meet. 

And the signs are there that they 
will rubber-stamp the Chase Farm 
Hospital accident and emergency 
and maternity department changes 
from mid-November. 

The timing is ironic as it coincides 
with the launch of a 24-page NHS 
England document entitled “The 
NHS belongs to the people - a call 
to action”. 

I’m pretty certain that if the NHS really 
belonged to the people, downgrading Chase 
Farm, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, would never 
have been allowed. 

It is scandalous that this document is 
signed by ten different chief executives (space 
doesn’t allow me to list them), all from new 
NHS organisations set up by the government - 
but the man ostensibly responsible for the 
NHS, Secretary of State for Health Jeremy 
Hunt, is not among them. 

Yet the missing minister almost certainly 
endorses the document’s conclusion that we 
can’t expect any more money for health and 
care services than an adjustment for inflation 
in the coming years. 

There’s not much evidence here of the NHS 
belonging to the people, is there? That is 
despite a KPMG survey which showed that

54 per cent of those asked said they would be 
willing to pay more in tax to meet the cost 
of the nation’s long-term health needs and 87 
per cent said the cost of those needs should 
be met by the government. 

I don’t buy this no more money argument 
and that is why I’m glad the Over-50s Forum 
is launching a petition to Mr Hunt seeking 
to end the years of underfunding of health 
services in Enfield.

One Direction: This Is Us 
(PG, 92 minutes) 

DIRECTED by Morgan Spurlock of 
Supersize Me fame, One Direction: 
This Is Us is the story of five lads - 
Niall Horan, Zayn Malik, Liam Payne, 
Harry Styles, Louis Tomlinson - and 
their meteoric rise to fame. 

Except, sadly, this is not their full 
story, warts and all. 

There’s footage of the boys per¬ 
forming on stage, including vaguely 
pointless graphics, mucking around 
backstage, winding down post¬ 
show on the tour bus and relaxing 
in their hotel rooms. 

We also occasionally see the boys 


exploring the cities they fleetingly 
visit - when they’re able to, that is. 
During one trip they are spotted by 
a group of fans and the boys have 
to be locked in a shop, protected 
from the mass of hysterical girls. 

Fans feature heavily in Spurlock’s 
film, as they have done in the boys’ 
careers thus far. 

During the film, some of these fans 
are asked what it is they love about 
the boys. They say that One Direction 
make them feel happy and they love 
that they’re just normal guys. 

This is a key message of the film, 
repeated time and time again by the 
boys and those who know them - 


that One Direction are a regular 
bunch of lads. 

What the film is missing, however, 
is any glimpse into the boys’ lives 
outside the band. No girlfriends are 
seen or rumours addressed. There’s 
no sex or drugs, or rock l n’ roll for 
that matter, and we get the feeling 
we’re being sold a rose-tinted view 
of the boys’ lives, hardly surprising 
given that Simon Cowell is a pro¬ 
ducer on the film.

Worried about rent

ANDRE VILLAS-BOAS feels 
that Tottenham Hotspur will 
have a stronger side than they 
did last season even if Gareth 
Bale does leave the club in the 
next week.

Spurs continued their good 
start to the Premier League sea¬ 
son by securing a second suc¬ 
cessive 1-0 win on Sunday, over¬ 
coming Swansea City courtesy 
of another penalty from record¬ 
signing Roberto Soldado. 

“It was a tight encounter, but 
I think in the end it was a 
deserved result,” Villas-Boas 
added.

“We deserved to win, created 


lots of chances and were sound 
defensively - that’s why we had 
so much of the ball against a 
side that normally dominates 
other teams.”
